Yea.. every bleating lamb brouvht to the Jewish altar, was a shadow of the of- 
fer ne of te body of ‘Ubrist. Once t or all, his (Christ’s, ) the very circumstances 
relative ta bis death, and the time when it should take place, was. all. prophecied 
of. As resards the time, the apostle says in one pl: ace, the “fullness of time;’’— 
in another ph we, ‘in due time, Chiist died for the ungodly.”
